Tlic prompt and favonililo lenponse 
l^pra Prance wa,s a uurprlse to llioae 
advocates of dlaarniament In the Sen- 
ate who have been fearful lest the in- 
clusion in the program outlined by the 
Resident of hind air aa well aa sea 
armament limitation might cause 
SVanoe to baaitate. 

Yet France, despite Iter Ina&tence 
tbat aba must have Urge land defenaes 
as a bulwark against Germany is the 
first to respond officially to the pro- 
posal of the President for discussion 
of general armament limitation. 

The Administration confidently ex- 
pects that formal acceptances will be 
received from all the Powers address- 
ed within a few days, including Japan, 
Who, In the minds of some domestic 
statesmen, mllht be inclined to par- 
ley, before aeoepting, on the proposal 
that Vb» problems of the Paolfle and 
Far Bast be taken up for adjustment. 

It wu stated authoritatively that 
informal assurances of the accepta- 
bility of the President's invitation had 
been received already from "nearly all 
the Powers." Investigation disclosed 
that "nearly all" included Great Brit- 
ain, France, Italy and China, leavinR 
Japan alone yet to be heard from. 

Japan's silence thus tar Is causing 
no oonoem, howerar, and the prellm- 
atapa haT*.t)Mn-M tavorahiy rish 
oel?ed that the Admlniatrattim la be- 
ginning to think about the form of the 
offlolal call for the oonferenoa and the 
tima it shaU ha held.

WRAPPSD ICE REDUCED 

ICE CHEST SFFICIENCT. 

\\'rapping Ice in Newspapers to re- 
tard melting Is the result of a mistak- 
en idea and prevents a free circulation 
of cool air Ihrougli the refrigerator 
chambers. aiH:ording to home eco- 
nomic specialists from the College of 
Agrlcnitufe. This suggestion is in- 
cluded among a number given by the 
specialists to housewives on the care 
0 fthe refrigerator during the summer. 
This piece ot household equipment is 
often neglected, they say, with the re- 
sult that ice is wasted &nd unpleasant 
odors and diseasee germs permitted to 
contaminate the food. 

•A thorouKh study of tlie construc- 
tion of the retrigcralor and circulation 
t ;iir through it until all the details 
concerning it as well known Is the 
first rcauisite In proper management 
of the Ice chest. 

"The first step in keeping the re- 
frigerator clean and sanitary is to use 
clean ice it it can be obtained. The 
next is to clean up at once any food 
spilled on the whlls or shelves of tbe 
refrigerator. Washing the. refrigera- 
tor once each week with, sold water 
and soda' and wiping It dry alter 
cleaning are necessities. 

"The drain pipe also needs particu- 
lar attention and sltfuld he removed 
twice each week, cleaned with hot 
'soap suds and scalded. It should not 
be replaced until cool. 

"Have the iceman leave one or two 
Urge pieces ,ot Ise rather can several 
smallad ones as the larger pieces last 
longer. ' 

'Keep the ice box well tilled. Cool- 
ing off a warm refrigerator wastes a 
large amount pt Ice. Keep clean, 
stoppered bottles of drinking water pn 
Ice rather than use ica to cool the 
water. 

"Know before you open the door of 
the refrigerator just what you wish to 
remove, take it oat Quickly and dose 

the door."
